I  have  the  honour  to  presenc  my  Ai'iJToal  Reporb  for  the  year  1957* 

There  A«/ere  several  favourable  trends  in  the  health  of  the  District  during 
the  year.  The  Birthrate  rose  to'20o2  per ■  thousand -of  the  poiDulation,  and 
remains  well  above  the  national  rate  of  16.1,  and  the  number  of  stillbirths 
remained  at  the  low  level  of  the  previous  yearo 

The  Deathrate  fell  to  13ol  per  thousand  of  the  population  but  is  still 
above  the  national  rate  of  11. 5 «  There  was  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of 
infants  dying  under  the  age  of  one  ycaro 

There  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculo s"*  s ,  but  two  fresh  cases  vrere  again 
notified.  A  vddespread  epidn'nc  of  m.easles  occurred  duraing  the  year. 

Of  the  three  cases  of  poliomyelitis  notified,  all  were  paralylic  and  one 
of  them  did  not  survive.^ 

The  case  of  meningitis  notified  was  not  confirmed.

SANITARY  CTRCIMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  public  supply  is  , derived  from  a  deep  well  into  chalk  vidthin  the  district 
boundaiy.  The  supply  remained  satisfactory  in  quality  but  as  regards  quantity 
there  was.  during  a  hot  dry  spell  in  the  summer,  a  period  vlien  the  supj)ly  had  to 
be  restricted.  During  this  period  the  Canning  Factory  required  larger  quantities 
of  water  than  usual  and  together  with  the  v/idespread  use  of  hoses  both  ty  day  and 
by  night,  the  demand  exceeded  the  supply  thereby  necessitating  certain  restrictions. 
Approximately  252,830  gallons  of  v^rater  v/ere  pumped  per  day  of  which  1A6  ,260 
gallons  per  day  were  used  for  industrial  purposes  and  106,570  gallons  per  day  for 
domestic  use.  Oomiaared  mth  the  figures  for  the  year  1956,  less  water  v/as  used 
for  industrial  purposes,  but  a  larger  quantity  went  for  domestic  uses  which  can  be 
accounted  for  by  the  substitution  of  water  closets  for  pail  and  earth  closets  in 
the  areas  of  iie  town  connected  to  ihe  sewers.  Many  houses  also  now  have  bathrooms. 

The  average  domestic  consumption  per  head  per  day  amounted  to  22  gallons. 

"Water  samples  vfere  taken  at  regular  intervals  throughout  the  year  and  submitted 
to  the  Public  Analyst  for  both  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  examination.  Cbpies 
of  Chemical  Analysis  Reports  are  given  as  an  appendix.  In  addition  samples 
were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory'  Service  for  Bacteriological 
examination  only  and  the  results  showed  that  the  wrater  supply  to  the  town  was 
bacteriologically  of  a  highly  satisfactory  standard. 

Practically  all  houses  within  the  district  have  a  piped  w/ater  supply,  either 
direct  into  the  house  ox’  to  within  the  curtilege  of  the  house. 

AxDproximately  yards  of  3  inch  main  vms  laid  to  serve  Council  houses 
erected  in  Fulmer ston  Road. 

BATHING-  STATION  ON  RIVER. 

Samples  of  water  from  the  River  Little  Ouse  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratoiy  Service  for  bacteiiological  examination.  With  the  results  of 
the  examination -and  ..investigations  carried  out  upstream  from  the  bathing  pool  it 
wras  considered  that  the  v/ater  w/as  cuite  sa^fe  for  bathing  purposes.

During  the  year  under  review/  work  proceeded  on  Contract  ’B'  Reconnection  to 
Sew/ers,  Area  No.  2.  All  wrork  included  in  this  contract  to  reconnect  the  sink 
and  bath  v/astes  of  118  properties  'w/as  completed  giving  owners  a  drain  v/itliin  the 
cur5ilege  of  their  preriiises  to  which  ^  w/ater  closet  could  be  connected.  "'Work 
was  also  commenced  on  Contract  "C”  for  the  reconnection  of  a  further  77  properties. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  8  iDroperties  having  cesspools  only,  and  93  properties 
•with  vault  or  pail  closets  provided  as  sanitary  accommodation,  w/ere  connected  n 
and/or  converted  and  connected  to  the  new/  sew/er  bj;-'  their  ow/ners.  Grants  of  £20 
or  half  the  sum  of  the  cost  of  a  complete  connection,  w/hichever  is  the  least; 
or  grants  of  up  to  £10  for  connection  of  a  w/atcr  closet  only  w/here  the  Council  have 
^  themselves  reconnected  the  sinlc  w/astes  free  of  charge,  have  been  paid  to  owmers. 
During  the  year  69  such  grants  w/ere  authorised  for  pajrraent  by  the  Council. 

Closet  Accommodatio n • 

The  changes  during  the  year  w/ere  as  follovws:- 

(i)  Addition  of  IQ  water  closets  for  new/  houses. 

(ii)  Oenversion  of  93  vaults  and  pails  to  -water  closets.

The  vfeekly  collection  of  soil,  from  ever^^  premise  having  a  pail  closet,  has 
been  carried  out  loy  Contract.  Means  of  disposal  Y\ras  to  farm  land  and/or  to 
small  pits  on  a  site  ovmed  by  the  Council  and  situated  v/ell  outside  the  town  area. 

Vaults  and  cesspools  vvere  emptied,  as  required,  b^r  contract  arid  as  a  free 
service  to  the  occupiers.  The  number  of  vaults  and  cesspools  emptied  in  tliis 
way  Y/as  as  follovra  :~

REFUSE  COIEECTTON  II'-'D  DISPOSAL. 


The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  on  a  weekly  basis  and  covers  the 
whole  district  except  for  approximately  12  p)rcperties  v/hich,  because  of  their 
extreme  isolation  from  the  collection  routes,  cannot  be  accommodated.  The 
collection  is  direct  from  the  houses  and  vrhere  possible  rear  collections  are  made. 
The  type  of  vehicle  used  was  a  "Karrier  side  loading,  rear  tipping  vehicle  of 
12  cubic  3^ards  capacity,  manned  loy  a  Driver-loader  and  3  loaders. 

Provision  is  made  for  the  collection  of  Trade  Refuse  at  a  fixed  quarterly 
charge  v/hich  varies  v/ith  the  number  of  bins  collected  from  each  premise. 

.  :  The  means  of  disposal  of  refuse  is  hy  semi -cent rolled  tipping  at  a  disused 
pit  outside  the'  built-i:p  area  of  the  tovm*  One  member  of  the  vehicle  crew 
carries  out  tip  maintenance  on  2^  days  in  every  vYeek.

Housing  Act,  1949  -  Improvement  Grants . 

A  nuimber  of  ov/ners  took  advantage  of  the  facilities  pmvided  und.er  the  above 
Act  to  make  apjolications  to  the  Council  for  grant  aid  to  improve  their  houses. 

The  usual  improvements  covered  b*  the  grants  were  for  the  installation  of  baths, 
sinlcs,  hot  and  cold  vmter  supply'’,  wscter  closets,  drainage,  proper  ventilation 
and  facilities  for  the  storage  of  food.

The  Council  employ  one  man  on  a  part-time  "basis  for  the  destruction  of  rats 
and  mice.  The  Rodent  Oi^erator  attended  a  Refresher  Course  arranged  hy  the 
MinLstiy’ s  Infestation  Control  Division  uhich  v/as  intended  to  keep  operators  up  to 
date  in  methods  of  rodent  control  and  to  enliven  their  interest  in  the  ■work,  • 

The  undermentioned  infections  and  course 'of  treatments  have  been  carried 
out  in  accordance  vmth  the  provisions  of  tiie  above  Act  which  states  tliat  -  "It 
mil  be  the  dut^^  of  every  Local  Authori.ty  to  take  su.ch  steps  as  may  be  necessary 
to  secure  as  far  as  is  practicable  that  their  district  is  kept  free  from  rats 
and  mice. " 

It  v/ill  be  noted  that  every  duelling,  business  premise,  farm,  allotment  - 
in  fact  every  property  vithin  the  BoroLigh  bounda3r3;-  -  received  at  least  one  visit 
during  the  year. 

An  illuminated  Display  Unit  on  the  subject  of  Rodent  Control  was  obtained 
on  loan  from  the  Infestation  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agi'iculture ,  PisheiU-es 
and  Pood  and  displayed  in  a  shop  mndo--  in  the  centre  of  the  tovm  for  a  period 
of  one  week.

Milk  Distribution  has  been  satisfactory  and  the  one  dair^r  situated  in  the 
district  has  maintained  a  good  standar-tl  of  cleairLiness.  Regular  inspections  of 
all  vehicles  used  in  the  area  for  the  distribution  of  milk  have  been  made  to 
ensure  that  cleanliness  iras  observed  by  personnel  to  prevent contamina.tion  of 
milk  in  transit. 

There  are  four  registered  distributors  of  milk  in  the  District,  hvu  of  uhom 
hold  Dealers  Licences  to  retail  '^Pasteurised"  Milk;  one  holds  licences  to  retail 
Tuber'xrulin  Tested  and  "Pasteurised"  ihlk  and  one  has  a  Supplementary  licence  to 
retail  Pasteurised  i,£ilk.  All  supplio  s  of  Pasteurised  Milk  are  obtained  fiaDm 
outside  the  district. 


The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (^Decified  Areas)  '(No.  2)  Order,  1957  v;hich 
concerned  ceilain  axeas  in  Norfolk,  including  the  iforough  of  Thetford,  came 
into  force  on  25th  November,  1957  and  since  ihat  date  all  milk  sold  by  retail  in 
the  BoiaDugh  has  been  Designated  Mlk.

The  tro  prlva.to  slaughterhouses  licenced  in  1954  for  a  period  of  five  years 
continued  to  seiure  three  of  the  six  butchers  shops  in  the  area.  The  three 
butchers  Avho  do  not  kill  for  themselves  obtain  their  meat  supplies  from  outside 
the  Borough  area. 


One  slaughterhouse  has  been  appiryed  as  a  Deadweight  Certification  Centre 
by  the  I'iLnisti'y  of  Agib. culture,  Fisheries  and  Food  where  pigs  onlj-  be 
presented  lo\r  pra^ducers  and  certified  as  eligible  for  the  guarantee  pa3nTients 
under  the  Patstock  Guarantee  Scheme,  Your  Public  Health  In^eector  is  the 
appointed  Cerfcifjmng  Officer  for  v.hich  a  fee  is  pa3rable  to  the  Council. 

334  pigs  'uere  weighed  and  certified  as  eligible  for  the  guarantee  x)f^ynient 
under  the  Scheme. 

Although  the  number  of  animals  killed  has  not  been  large,  some  317  visits 
have  been  paid  to  the  slaughterhouses  necessitated  by  the  frequency  of 
'  si  aught  ei'ing  in  srxiall  quantities. 

The  general  quiality  of  the  animals  inspected  at  the  slaughterhouses  has 
been  good,  mainlj^  because  the  butchers  have  been  able  to  select  the  animals  at 
markets  and  have  not  been  forced  to  take  the  first  that  comes.  The  total

The  legislation  in  the  form  of  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1935,  a-nd  The  Pood 
Hygiene  Regulations,  1933,  caine  into  operation  on  the  1st  January,  1956  and  gave 
added  povfers  to  securing  the  observance  of  sanitazy  and  cleanly  conditions  and 
practices  in  the  handling  and  wrapping  of  food.  Briefly  the  Regulations  dealt 
vd-th  the  requirements  relating  to  (l)  persons  engaged  in  handling  food;  (2)  Pood 
promises,  including  facilities  for  personal-  cleanliness,  r/ashing  of  food  and 
equipment,  pxxDvision  of  sinlcs  and  wash  hand  basins  vith  supplies  of  hot  and  cold 
water,  and  for  the  general  good  construction  and  repair  and  cleanliness  of  the 
structure  of  food  rooms;  and  (3)  the  requirements  relating  to  stalls,  and.  the 
transport  and  handling  of  meat,  plus  many  other  provisions  connected  vd-th  the 
supply  of  clean  food. 

Regular  inspections  vrcre  made  at  all  the  food  businesses  in  the  district  when 
advice  was  given  and  ntiere  necessary  letters  were  sent  requesting  certain  v/orks  to 
bidng  the  laremises  up  to  tiae  standards  required. 

In  addition  to  the  personal  approach  on  the  subject  of  clean  food,  Abstracts 
of  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations,  together  vath  posters  to  bring  the  attention 
of  food  tra.dors  and  all  persons  handling  food  to  the  importance  of  preventing 
contamination  of  food  by  flies,  dirt,  infected  hands  etc.,  were  sent  to  all 
occupiers  of  food  premises. 

It  is  again  enphasised  that  the  general  public  can  help  to  a  groat  extent 
in  the  clean  food  campaign  by  complaining  at  food  premises  concerned  of  any 
unhygienic  practices  they  ma37  notice  such  as  blowing  into  paper  bags;  licking 
fingers  when  picking  up  wrapping  paper;  or  handling  food  with  dirty  hands  and 
nails;  wearing  dirty  protective  clothing,  smoking  in  rooms  where  oi^en  food  is 
kept.

The  organic  quality  of  this  virater  is  very  good  and  there  is  no  chemical 
evidence  of  pollution.  The  total  hardness  approximates  to  21°  dark,  y/hich  is 
about  the  average  for  East  Anglian  v^raters,  and  about  8°  of  this  is  permanent 
hardness.'  The  free  carbonic  acid  content  is  low  and  the  pH  is  on  the  alkaline 
side  of  neutrality,  so  that  this  ymter  would  not  be  expected  to  have  any  corrosive 
action  on  metals.  A  trace  of  iron  is  present,  no  doubt  inherent  in  the  \yater, 
vhich  gives  rise  to  a  rusty  deposit  on  standing.  This  may  be  some'what  of  a 
nuisance  to  consumers  but  is  of  course  without  effect  on  health.  Other  metals 
were  absent  from  the  sample,  y/hich  y/as  of  satisfactory  odour  and  taste# 

In  our  opinion  this  yvater  is  fit  for  drinking  purposes.  Its  suitability 
for  general  domestic  purposes  would  be  improved  if  the  iron  -vyere  removed  by 
appropriate  treatment,  but  many  wfaters  are  in  general  use  in  East  Anglia 
containing  as  much  iron  as  this.
